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Shortest Way To Success 


In the presidential campaign of 1960 and 
events leading up to the choice of the 1960 
candidates and contimwusly since then, poll- 
taking reached new levels of respectability . 
The impression has been made that it is 
on the verge of becoming a standard political 
science; that a poll carefully taken 
ex­ 
perienced pollsters can foretell what voters 
will do with scientific accwacy . 
IVhether this ever will be ^ or is only a 
wishful thought by might-be candidates who 
would enter political races if they weren’t 
afraid of losing is not likely to be de­ 
cided soon. 
What is being decided prematurely is that 
political poll-taking is something new arrf 
therefore must be something better than 
any thing known before. 


FORETEIJJNfi the outcome of political 
contests isn’t new. 
Poll-taking didn't use to be scientific. 
It wasn’t called poll-taking. 
It was known as judgment. 
In its most reliable form, it wa.s the 
judgment of people who had worked close to 
politics and knew how it worked. Some of 
these were “bosses.” Others were nothing 
more official than citizem with political 
savvy —the kind who are alway s in ttie back- 
grourkl when camiidatas have wdl-orgarozed 
staffs. 
They know what people were gefting ready 
to do at the polls. They drew (m their ex­ 
perience to tell candidates where to spend 
their efforts and their funds to the greatest 


advantage. They are more soothsay ers than 
scienti^, but they know their business. 
They did for the two-party sy stem what 
the present pollsters can do at their best. 
They kept it from threshing itself into a state 
of ejdiau-stion by wasting its energy . They 
added judgment to the ingredients of a free 
political sy stems. They wwe dw “old pros” 
of politics. 


ONE THING that happened to them was 
the tendency of candidates to split away 
from the party core and run as “inde­ 
pendents.” This wa.sn’t the old pros’ dish of 
political tea, though some made the switch 
sticces.sfully as mavericks, diemselves, be­ 
came a fixtures of the two-party sy stem. 
And now the poll-takers are taking ttieir 
place in the sy stem. They claim to be o^ 
jective. Their status of being “for Wre” 
makes them the new "old pro.” 
One thing has been accomplished. Poll- 
taking. with its claims of being objective and 
scientific, has added rej^tabiUty to the 
very necessary job of ninning political cam- 
paigns. 
The British, whose methods so often fore­ 
shadow our own by a generation and a- 
half, learned l<mg ago that poUti<^ is no 
place for bungling amateurs. Briti^ can­ 
didates turn over campaign management to 
prnfeisdonal.s who make a lifetime career of 
managing political affairs for people who 
want to be m government arrf need prtrfes- 
sional guidance to get there without going 
broke in the attempt.

But Mark Hanna was be­ 
lieved to have had Ms Iwart set 
mi the 1904 Republican nomina­ 
tion.

Joseph B. Foraker, a former 
governor and senator from (Muo. 
said <jf his colteague: “It (Ms 
name) should have been Marcus 
Aurelius, for ui rugged character 
and aggressive courage, tf not m 
gentle nmsideration for others, he 
was like that great Roman, ever 
ready for battle, and although 
ck'- 
casionally defeated, never 
con­ 
quered but once—then 
death.” 


The key issue in Cuba is not 
whether the Soviet-supplied mis­ 
siles are offensive or defensive 
or whether Soviet officers are m 
Bermuda shorts rather than bat­ 
tle gear. 
The issue is whether American 
policies ot so-called r e s t r a i nt 
tempt toe Russians into putting 
on more pressure every where or 
whether United States restraint 
will be rewarded by Soviet re­ 
straint. 
So fat President Kennedy , with 
of course, the most honorable of 
motives has most often taken the 
advice of those officials who coun­ 
seled caution even at the price of 
letting the Russians get away with 
a slice here and a slice there of 
the United States world position 
in areas ranging from the Far 
East to Central Europe to the 
Carribean. 
The President at a press con­ 
ference stated part of the ra­ 
tionale for thi.s attitude by indi­ 
cating toat America had to be 
cautious in Cuba because action 
against the Communist 
incur­ 
sions there might result in Soviet 
counter actions in places like 
Berlin. 
But what a tragedy if, for ex­ 
ample. the initial slowness of 
American reaction should prove 
one day to be the factor that de­ 
cided Khruschchev to authorize a 
new era in brinkmanship in Ber­ 
lin by threatening to block the 
Western air corridors 
to 
the 
city ? 


WITH A NEW CRISIS boiling 
up, it seems important to bring 
to the surface what has been 
known for several months to in­ 
siders in Washington. This is that 
Americans of great stature, both 
in and out of government, Dem­ 
ocrats as well as Republicans, are 
now asking whether President 
Kennedy will preside over the de­ 
cline of America as a great 
power. 
Perhaps this seems 
unduly 
alarmist in a time when America 
is so psy chologically attuned that 
headlines give greater attention to 
a “satisfactory conversation” be­ 
tween the American secretary of 
the interior and the Premier of 
the Soviet Union than to dispatch­ 
es from Berlin .say ing that Rus­ 
sians have riddled an American 
military car with 40 machine-gun 
bullets. 
Nonetheless toe question is be­ 
ing asked and soon it will be put 
on the public record because the 
men involved know that the is­ 
sues are too crucial to go unde­ 
bated. 
Indeed some of President Ken­ 
nedy ’s advisers most closely con­ 
nected with toe Berlin situation 
feel that in the coming months, 
the United States is risking the 
most serious—and needless — con­ 
frontation with the Russians in 
Berlin because this country has 
not faced the possibility toat in­ 
action vis-a-vis the Russians oft­ 
en runs greater risk than action. 
What would these proponents of 
the so-called firm line school have 
the U.S. do about Cuba? 
Those most experienced in deal­ 
ing with the Russians point out 
that there are many man steps 
.short of all-out invasion, but doing 
something is better than doing 


nothing. And the worst possible 
stance was toe appearance given 
for many weeks by the adminis­ 
tration of a great reluctance to 
even admit that a crisis over 
Cuba existed. 


AS PRESIDENT Kennedy him­ 
self once remarked, atmo.spherics 
have their uses and the time to 
send sharp diplomatic protests to 
Moscow, to summon the Soviet 
ambassador for stem confronta­ 
tions, was at the beginning—that 
is, at toe moment toat the first 
.Soviet ship of the recent armada 
(which every body knew was on 
the way ) headed toward Cuba in 
July , 
The long silence on this score 
plus official attempts to 
pl a y 
down the importance of it all wa.s 
an invitation, the argument goe.s, 
for Moscow to believe that Amer­ 
ica was looking for a way to 
evade the challenge. 
Moscow’s reactions of course, 
was very ungentlemanly . For in- 
.stead of play ing Washington’s 
game, Moscow threw its challenge 
contemptuously in America’s teeth 
by openly announcing to the world 
that it was sending military r r- 
sonnel and supplia to Cuba. 
There is a conviction in many 
responsible 
quarters 
t h a t 
a 
straight and tough stand from the 
beginning would have greatly in­ 
hibited the Soviets — and still 
might. 
Nonetheless, it is a ^eat mis­ 
take to rule out publicly what­ 
ever means necessary to curb 
Soviet intrusion, including a block­ 
ade and all that flows from that. 
How can promises of any sort of 
immunity help but embolden such 
an opponent? 
For Robert Frost spoke true 
and well in Moscow when he 
described Premier Khnishchev as 
both a ruffian and a great man. 
Ruffianship has never been in­ 
consistent with greatness and the 
gentlemanly approach to interna­ 
tional politics has never im­ 
pressed the Bolsheviks. 


INDEED, just 18 months ago. 
Premier Khrushchev created a 
stir in diplomatic circles by this 
remark on Cuba. “How am I to 
believe that Kennedy is seriou.s 
about Berlin when he permitted 
the failure of the invasion of the 
Bay of Pigs? .After all. Cuba is at 
America’s own back door?” This 
was of course a conversational 
probe and Mr. Khruschev later in­ 
dicated he did not subscribe en­ 
tirely to his owTi thesis. 
In Washington, advocates of a 
firm line earnestly warn that 
nothing less than the future of 
this country is at stake unless 
President Kennedy becomes con­ 
vinced of this propositiai. That 
the risk of counter-pressure to 
Soviet thrusts is lass than the 
risk of doing nothing because the 
greate.st danger is that the next 
time Mr. Khrushchev say s Amer­ 
ica is afraid, he might really be­ 
lieve it. And doubt of America’s 
rcvsolve to u.se its power is the 
road to disaster because this is 
the sure invitation to even greater 
provocations requiring ever great­ 
er ripo.stes or evcm greater re­ 
treats. 
Has this not in fact been the 
pattern in the last y ear and a 
half in Berlin and Cuba?

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Shortest Way To Success 


In the presidential campaign of 1960 and 
events leading up to the choice of the 1960 
candidates and continuously since then, poll* 
taking reached new levels of respectability. 
The impression has been made that it is 
on the verge of becoming a standard political 
science; that a poll carefully taken by ex­ 
perienced pollsters can foretell what voters 
will do with scientific accuracy. 
Whether this ever will be so or is only a 
wishful thought by might-be candidates who 
would enter political races if they weren’t 
afraid of losing is not likely to be de­ 
cided soon. 
What is being decided prematurely is that 
political poll-taking is something new and 
therefore must be something better than 
anything known before. 


FORETEIJJNG the outcome of political 
contests isn’t new 
Poll-taking didn t use to be scientific. 
It wasn’t called poll-taking. 
It was known as judgment. 
In its most reliable form, it was the 
pigm ent of people who had worked clow to 
politics and knew how it worked Some of 
these were “bosses.” Others were nothing 
more official than citizens with political 
savvy—the kind who are always in the back­ 
ground when candidates have well-organa zed 
staffs. 
They know what people were getting ready 
to do at the polls. They drew cm their ex­ 
perience to tell candidates where to spend 
their efforts and their funds to the greatest 


advantage. They are more soothsayers than 
scientists, but they know their business. 
They did for the two-party system what 
the present pollsters can do at their best. 
They kept it from threshing itself into a state 
of exhaustion by wasting its energy. They 
added judgment to the ingredients of a free 
political systems. They were the “old pros” 
of politics. 


ONE THING that happened to them was 
the tendency of candidates to split away 
from the party core and run as “inde­ 
pendents.” This wasn’t the old pros’ dish of 
political tea. though some made the switch 
successfully as mavericks, themselves, be­ 
came a fixtures of the two-party system. 
And now the poll-takers are taking their 
place in the system. TVy claim to be ob­ 
jective. Their states of being “for hire” 
makes them the new “old pro.” 
One thing has been accomplished 
Poll- 
taking. with its claims of being objective and 
scientific, has added respectability to the 
very necessary job of running political cam­ 
paigns. 
The British, whose methods so often fore­ 
shadow our own by a generation and a- 
half, learned long ago that politics is no 
place for bungling amateurs. Briti* can­ 
didate* turn over campaign management to 
professionals who make a lifetime career of 
managing political affairs for people who 
want to he in government and need profes­ 
sional guidance to get there without going 
broke in the attempt.

Mark Hanna had been dabbling 
in Ohio Republican politics and 
his influence was growing 
In 1894 he retired at the age of 
57 from M A. Hanna & Co., then 
a partnership, and announced that 
he intended to have "a little fun” 
for the rest of his life. 
His idea of fun was to see that 
William McKinley, then a con­ 
gressman. was made president. 


TO DEFEAT William Jennings 
Bryan, the popular young Dem­ 
ocratic candidate. Hanna collected 
and spent what historians say was 
by far the largest political sum 
ever expended 
in the United 
States up to that 
time. 
One 
writer, Roy Floyd Dibble, says 
the election cost the Republicans 
$16 million. 
As national chairman of the Re­ 
publican party in 1896 and 1900 
and a U.S. senator soon after Mc­ 
Kinley first took office, Hanna 
was regarded as a tremendous in­ 
fluence “ behind the throne” until 
McKinley was assassinated 
in 
1901. 
Although 
he 
had 
misgivings 
about Theodore Roosevelt before 
be was nominated as vice pres­ 
idential candidate in 1900 he man 
aged to get along very well with 
Teddy as President.

Banking, railroads, a newspaper 
and theater were added to the 
Hanna interests and Mark be­ 
came active in local politics to 
protect his properties. 
It is estimated that he was 
worth more than $5 million—a 
tremendous fortune in those davs 
—when he decided to become a 
president maker 
Hanna made it a point to meet 
more and more successful busi­ 
nessmen and in promoting Mc­ 
Kinley, he would drop v e i l e d 
threats to those who didn't en­ 
thusiastically agree with him and 
he would make flattering promis­ 
es to those who did. He had "a 
gift of being all things to all 
men.” one of his biographers 
wrote. 
His opponents charged that he 
bought delegates and that he wa* 
becoming a “boss” but he argued 
that McKinley was a man of the 
people and that farmer President 
Benjamin Harrison and Thomas 
B Reed, the other principal can­ 
didates for the 1896 nomination 
were tools of the “bosses.” Mc­ 
Kinley won the nomination on the 
first ballot 
Hanna was offered a Cabinet 
post by McKinley but he per­ 
suaded the President-elect 
to 
name Ohio Sen. John Sherman as 
secretary of state, already having 
arranged that he would be ap­ 
pointed to succeed Sherman in 
the Senate. He won election for a 
full term the following year by a 
scant majority in the State Legis­ 
lature, which named senators at 
that time. 
Having the ear of the President, 
Hanna was probably the most in­ 
fluential first-year man the U.S. 
Senate has ever had. He rallied 
votes for protective tariffs and 
other legislation that would bene­ 
fit big business. 
He wasn’t in favor of the United 
Stoles getting toto the Spanish- 
Amencan War but once we were 
to he backed McKinley's every 
move. 


HANNA’S INFLUENCE was so 
widely 
known 
throughout 
the 
world that following the war, the 
Filipino landowners appealed to 
him rather than McKinley, for 
the I ruled States to annex their 
islands. 
In 1900 Hanna did not want to 
see Theodore Roosevelt named as 
McKinley’s running mate but the 
hero of San Juan Hill had too 
great a following and won the 
vice presidential nomination. 
On his way to McKinley's fu­ 
neral. Hanna turned to a Chicago 
newspaperman and said: “I told 
Hilham McKinley it was a mis­ 
take to nominate that wild man at 
Philadelphia 
I asked him if he 
realized that would happen if he 
should die. Now torte, that damned 
cowboy is President of the United 
States! ” 
But the

ready for battle, and although oc­ 
casionally defeated, never 
con­ 
quered but once—then by death. ” 


The key issue in Cuba is not 
whether the Soviet-supplied mis­ 
siles are offensive or defensive 
or whether Soviet officers are in 
Bermuda shorts rather than bat­ 
tle gear. 
The issue is whether American 
policies of so-called r e s t r a i n t 
tempt the Russians toto putting 
on more pressure everywhere or 
whether United States restraint 
will be rewarded by Soviet re­ 
straint. 
So fat President Kennedy, with. 
of course, the most honorable of 
motives has most often taken the 
advice of those officials who coun­ 
seled caution even at the price of 
letting the Russians get away with 
a slice here and a slice there of 
the United States world position 
in areas ranging from the Far 
East to Central Europe to the 
Carribean. 
The President at a press con­ 
ference stated part of the ra­ 
tionale for this attitude by indi­ 
cating that America had to be 
cautious in Cuba because action 
against the 
Communist 
incur­ 
sions there might result in Soviet 
counter actions in places like 
Berlin. 
But what a tragedy if, for ex 
ample, the initial slowness of 
American reaction should prove 
one dav to be the factor that de­ 
cided Khruschchev to authorize a 
new era in brinkmanship in Ber­ 
lin by threatening to block the 
Western air corridors 
to 
the 
city? 


WITH A NEW CRISIS boiling 
up, it seems important to bring 
to the surface what has been 
known for several months to in­ 
siders in Washington. This is that 
Americans of great stature, both 
in and out of government, Dem­ 
ocrats as well as Republicans, are 
now asking whether President 
Kennedy will preside over the de­ 
cline of America 
as 
a 
great 
power. 
Perhaps 
this 
seems 
unduly 
alarmist in a time when America 
is so psychologically attuned that 
headlines give greater attention to 
a "satisfactory conversation” be­ 
tween the American secretary of 
the interior and the Premier of 
the Soviet Union than to dispatch­ 
es from Berlin saying that Rus­ 
sians have riddled an American 
military car with 40 machine-gun 
bullets. 
Nonetheless the question is be­ 
ing asked and soon it will be put 
on the public record because the 
men involved know that the is­ 
sues are too crucial to go unde­ 
bated. 
Indeed some (rf President Ken­ 
nedy’s advisers most closely con­ 
nected with the Berlin situation 
feel that in the coming months, 
the United States is risking the 
most serious—and needless — con­ 
frontation with the Russians in 
Berlin because this country has 
not faced the possibility that in­ 
action vis-a-vis the Russians oft­ 
en runs greater risk than action. 
What would these proponents of 
the so-called firm line school have 
the U.S. do about Cuba? 
Those most experienced in deal­ 
ing with the Russians point out 
that there are many man steps 
short of all-out invasion, but doing 
something is better than doing 


AS PRESIDENT Kennedy him­ 
self once remarked, atmospherics 
have their uses and the time to 
send sharp diplomatic protests to 
Moscow, to summon the Soviet 
ambassador for stern confronta­ 
tions, was at the beginning—that 
is, at the moment that the first 
Soviet ship of the recent armada 
(which everybody knew was on 
the way) headed toward Cuba in 
July. 
The long silence on this score 
plus official attempts to p l a y 
down the importance of it all was 
an invitation, the argument goes, 
for Moscow to believe that Amer­ 
ica was looking for a way to 
evade the challenge. 
Moscow’s reactions of course, 
was very ungentlemanly. For in­ 
stead of playing Washington’s 
game. Moscow threw its challenge 
contemptuously in America’s teeth 
by openly announcing to the world 
that it was sending military r r- 
sonnel and supplies to Cuba. 
There is a conviction in many 
responsible 
quarters 
t h a t 
a 
straight and tough stand from the 
beginning would have greatly in­ 
hibited the Soviets — and still 
might. 
Nonetheless, it is a great mis­ 
take to rule out publicly what­ 
ever means necessary to curb 
Soviet intrusion, including a block­ 
ade and all that flows from that. 
How can promises of any sort of 
immunity help but embolden such 
an opponent? 
For Robert Frost spoke true 
and well in Moscow when 
he 
described Premier Khrushchev as 
both a ruffian and a great man. 
Ruffianship has never been in­ 
consistent with greatness and the 
gentlemanly approach to interna­ 
tional 
politics 
has never 
im­ 
pressed the Bolsheviks. 


INDEED, just 18 months ago, 
Premier Khrushchev created 
a 
stir in diplomatic circles by this 
remark on Cuba. “How am I to 
believe that Kennedy is serious 
about Berlin when he permitted 
the failure of the invasion of the 
Bay of Pigs? After all. Cuba is at 
America’s own back door?" This 
was of course a conversational 
probe and Mr. Khruschev later in­ 
dicated he did not subscribe en­ 
tirely to his own thesis. 
In Washington, advocates of a 
firm line earnestly warn that 
nothing less than the future of 
this country is at stake unless 
President Kennedy becomes con­ 
vinced of this proposition. That 
the risk of counter-pressure to 
Soviet thrusts is less than the 
risk of doing nothing because the 
greatest danger is that the next 
time Mr. Khrushchev says Amer­ 
ica is afraid, he might really be­ 
lieve it. And doubt of America's 
resolve to use its power is the 
road to disaster because this is 
the sure invitation to even greater 
provocations requiring ever great­ 
er ripostes or evrti greater re­ 
treats. 
Has this not in fact been the 
pattern in the last year and a 
half rn Berlin and Cuba?

Can Stevens Improve TI Series? 


‘ The worst of TV is better, and 
the best is worse,’* says I^slie 
Stevens, one of the group of young 
writers who were forced out of 
TV a few years 
a g o with the 
demise of seri­ 
ous live drama. 
After a whirl 
at the movies 
and a Broad­ 
way hit "Mar- 
r i a g e • G o • 
Round", 
Stev­ 
ens is return­ 
ing to TV' this Hal Humphrey 
fall, but on TV's terms. He is pro­ 
ducing a weekly hour long series 
(ACB, Oct I) about a rodeo rider 
named "Stoney Burke." It re­ 
mains to be seen whether Stevens 
will be bettering the worst, or 
worsening the better. 


NO LONGER just a writer. 
Stevens heads up his own com­ 
pany (Daystar Productions) un­ 
der a financing arrangement with 
United Artists and the ABC net­ 
work 
"I have absolute control artis­ 
tically, though," Stevens says, 
‘"niat’s why writers go into pro­ 
ducing now — for control." 
The question is, how much artis­ 
try can Stevens inject into an 
hour show e v e r y week? He 
doesn’t try to convince anyone 
that "Stoney Burke" will compare 
w i t h the six "Playhouse 90" 
scripts he once wrote for that ex­ 
tinct series of live dramas 
"But

we're discussing here, I know we 
can do quality shows which say 
something." Stevens maintains 


HE POINTS to Reginald Rose, 
another wnter of TV’s dramatic 
heyday ("Twelve Angry Men").

With the exception of the alter 
eating "Steel Hour" and "Circle 
Theater," and " S h o w of the 
Week," the live or taped drama 
anthology is deader than IM,OOO

TV’S ECONOMICS and a fetish 
for having the same characters 
come into your living rooms every 
week have combined to turn the 
medium into a cyclical grist mill 
populated with doctors, fathers 
and mothers, cowboys, happy em­ 
cees and now rodeo riders (NBC’s 
"Wide Country” has Earl Hoi 
liman as a rodeo champ). 
This "framework” (as Stevens 
refers to it) certainly can stand 
improving, and perhaps we all 
should be happy that the Stev 


crises and Roses are coming back 
to help. Still, as a framework. 
it gives very little latitude to a 
medium which used to be de­ 
scribed as possessing "limitless 
horizons ” 
It is these confinements which 
have made the worst of TV bet­ 
ter and the best worse, as Stev­ 
ens himself says, although lie now 
has become convinced that mak­ 
ing the worst better is a public 
service in a mass medium. 


"I USED TO BE one of those 
far-out writers, until I realized I 
was dealing with the masses." 
Stevens comments. "And the far­ 
out stuff is only for the IO per 
cent. Most of it 
shouldn't he 
given to the mass, but it gets to 
them through summer stock " 
Writer Paddy Chayefskv and 
director John Frankeuheimer, who 
left TV after claiming the medium 
was too stifling to their talents, 
may he interested to learn that 
Stevens thinks they are full of 
blueberries 
"I used to think that way, be­ 
fore I had my marbles Chayef- 
sky could have done his Broad­ 
way hit, ’Gideon,’ on TV," says 
Stevens. 


IT’S AN ODDS-ON BET that 
Chaefsky 
a n d 
Frankenheimer 
think Stevens. Rose and Rod Ser­ 
ing are nuts to be hauling the 
TV bde, and they may have a 
point or two on their side. 
Others can argue — and quote 
objectively, too — that without 
Stevens, Rose and Serling, TV' 
would be considerably poorer. 
TV one hopeful sign is that men 
of the caliber mentioned here still 
are arguing about TV. When they 
stop doing blat, then 50 or 60 mil­ 
lion viewers really are in trouble, 
whether they realize it or not.
